Include Amusing Storied of Mission- 
. ary Labors

Included in that interesting book 
“When West Was Young” written by 
John Higinbotham of Lethbridge, are 
many inspiring stories of the labors 
of early missionaries. Stories of Fa¬ 
ther Lacombe, Rev. Jt McDougall, 
Rev. Angus Robertson and others, oc¬ 
cupy many pages. They were stal¬ 
wart and detoted men, of very hum¬ 
an quality, adapting themselves with 
humor and understanding to the con¬ 
ditions of living and eccentricities of 
their flocks. 

There are also amusing incidents 
related. Telling of the services at 
Madeod in the early days the writer 
says: “There were sometimes dis¬ 
tracting elements, as when two young 
Indians played poker on the doorstep 
of the church during the entire ser¬ 
vice. The door was open, and the 
players being in full view of the min¬ 
ister, nearly upset his gravity, if not 
the current of his thoughts and ser¬ 
mon.” — 

Church Etiquette 

Another time two well-known char 
acters, old Smiler and Aaron Vice, 
thought they would do the right 
thing and attend service. As it had 
already begun, old Smiler, wishing to 
be polite but rusty on procedure, 
knocked at the door; then walking up 
to the front seats, shook hands with 
the few ladies present, smiled and 
took his seat, thinking he was doing 
the right thing. Vice, however, 
dropped into a back bench, and was 
sternly reproved by Smiler for his 
lack of politeness.

rectly traced to Canada, . because Canada protested the 
competition of the Russian timber. Russia is not absorb¬ 
ing its quota of herring, and trade relations with that 
country are unsatisfactory—due, it is insisted, to Can¬ 
ada’s insistence on restriction of Russian timber imports. 

Not long ago, the Minister of Agriculture in Britain 
found that the domestic hog industry had developed so 
greatly, as to curtail the need of 3uch large imports. 
Within the past few days, Canada has been asked to re¬ 
strict its shipments of cattle for the next three months. 
And so it goes. There seems neither security nor satis¬ 
faction in those trade agreements arranged at the Otta¬ 
wa Conference. 

The attitude of a section of the, British press puts Can¬ 
ada in the position of a poor relation, insistently knock¬ 
ing at the door of trade. This is a humiliating position, 
and the difficulty is that trade relations which we have 
discouraged in order to tighten the bends of Empire, are 
not easily resumed. 

There can be no fault to find with Britain’s law of self 
interest. Her trade relations are immense, and it would be 
expecting something quite out of character to look to her 
to discourage home industry, or friendly associations 
with other nations in order to absoib Canada’s surplus 
production. 

It would perhaps have been wiser of Canada to harp 
less on sentiment and family ties, and foster trade with 
all countries which buy Canadian products regardless of 
color or race. Sentiment cannot be mixed with business, 
and there are natural avenues of trade. Our natural mar¬ 
ket is United States, and our greatest period of prosper¬ 
ity endured when we entered livestock and dairy pro¬ 
ducts into that country, and bought manufactured pro¬ 
ducts largely in return. Whether there will ever be a re¬ 
turn to that satisfactory relationship is unknown. But it 
is obvious that the British agreements are not particular¬ 
ly dependable, nor particularly satisfactory. Britain in 
her. own interest must maintain a wide range of other

past year, has been Weather. We have been buffeted by 
more kinds of disastrous weather this year, than usual. 
And so far as the district is concerned, undoubtedly the 
major events of the year have been the July frost and 
the drought. These two catastrophes have had more lo¬ 
cal consequences than all the developments of national 
or international nature. And It cannot be disputed that 
regardless of world markets or returning prosperity, our 
revenue cannot be greatly increased until next year’s har¬ 
vest. 

In this, there is a small measure of comfort, in-indicat¬ 
ing the temporary nature of our distress. In the light of 
the past, we do not anticipate a second successive bad 
seasoq. We have every reason to expect bountiful yield, 
and a imore reasonable share of material comfort. If the 
current conditions have done nothing else, they have 
proved to us that even with the poor prevailing prices of 
this year, our position would have been fairly good if we 
had had-our normal crop and our normal amount of . feed 
for stock. In other words we did not realize how fortun¬ 
ate we were in having_ good yields of feed and grain and 
vegetables. 

It is noteworthy in this connection that irt all our suc¬ 
cession of good crop years, we did not stop to record wea¬ 
ther as one of the major events of our experience. It goes 
to show that we have come to expect beneficence and not 
cruelty from nature. 

There is little wonder, however, that in this country 
which is so pitifully dependent on nature for success, the 
topic of weather should be so enthralling. There may be 
conditions of life in which it is of secondary importance. 
But to us, weather is no conversational stop gap, it is the 
topic which most concerns us. By it we .prosper or de¬ 
cline. And the various manifestations offer unending, 
.though fruitless speculation. —

GENERAL HORNBY REPLIES 


Elsewhere in this issue will be found a letter from Brig 
adier General Hornby in which he replies to certain com¬ 
ments of I oh his plan for immigration to Can¬ 

ada. 

One point which he makes is indisputable and that is 
that all the-provinces have created public services for a 
population twice or three times that of the present. He 
points out that the tax burden of maintaining these ser¬ 
vices bears very heavily on the taxpayer. In the matter 
of railways also, there are facilities already provided, 
capable of serving two or three times the present popula¬ 
tion. Their revenues (and hence National revenue) suf¬ 
fer because of the sparseness of many districts. 

From thtf long viewpoint, it is certainly true that gen¬ 
eral development in Canada would be benefitted by a 
larger population. But until something can be done to 
absorb the present arniy of unemployed, it would seem 
unwise to bring in any more people. -This is especially 
true under present agricultural Conditions, when only the 
most fortunate and expert can meet their obligations. So 
it is with some relief that we read General Hornby’s con¬ 
cluding paragraph in which he says that he is not ad¬ 
vocating “immediate” immigration, but he believes that a 
thorough preliminary organization should be prepared, 
against the day when immigration may be safely resumed 

Certain details of the scheme which have been perplex- j 
ing most readers* have been explainjd in the Vancouver 
Province. 

“The members of the British Parliament have been cir¬ 
cularized and urged to provide a fund of $300,000,000 for 
loans to British settlers.The families w'ould be selected by 
British towns and counties and sponsored and assisted by 
these. In Canada they would be established for (five years 
as tenant farmers in the community settlements and at 
the end of the period would be expected, with some as¬ 
sistance, to purchase land of their own. To take their 
places, another lot of families would be brought out to 
the community settlements. It is suggested that the 
scheme would be able to handle about 5000 families a 
year. 

"The scheme provides for a probationary period, dur¬ 
ing which the immigrant will be more or less under tute¬ 
lage. Whether the British Parliament willgive its approv¬ 
al to the scheme, which involves the risk, if not the ex¬ 
penditure, of considerable money, remains to be seen.”

come effective April 1. This is fair warning, but would 
suggest that those who use cars during the winter will 
be checked more closely than in the past, and that the us¬ 
ual two months of grace will not be extended. 

No doubt every element of the case was considered in 
making the decision. The rule as set down will no doubt 
be welcomed in rural parts of Northern Alberta where it 
is impossible to use cars during the winter. But in South¬ 
ern Alberta it had been hoped that this province would 
follow the example of Saskatchewan in setting the license 
year at April 1. It is possible as a rule to use cars all 
year round in the southern and central part of the prov¬ 
ince, from which the government collects substantial rev¬ 
enue by way of the five cent tax. 

It will be interesting to learn later on, whether or not 
the government has decided wisely on this matter, even 
from the viewpoint of revenue.

“France is quite literally govern¬ 
ed by the Comite des Forges, that 
sinister association of ironmongers 
whose influence is the more poison¬ 
ous for being so secret. The French 
press is largely in the grip of the 
armament manufacturers and criti¬ 
cism is silenced. One accusation did 
seep through to Britain from the 
Daily Herald’s Paris correspondent, 
who recorded the attack of Barthe, 
who the legislative House that the 
Comite des Forges wilfully limited 
the development of iron and steel 
production before 1914, in order that 
scarcity when war came might bring 
profit.

As I neared 
this point, hundreds of new work¬ 
men’s dwellings sprung up, appear¬ 
ing as if they had been erected only 
a few months. Why was Le Creusot 
so flourishing in an otherwise stag¬ 
nant world ? Vast factories stretch¬ 
ed on eVfery hand. 

“As I ehtered the main office, I

saw proof of the industry of the 
plant in rows upon rows of shells— 
pretty shells, red, blue or yellow. 

“Attendants came, attendants went 
I was left alone, and at last I real¬ 
ized I was to get no farther than the 
front office. Still I did know certain 
things about this company. It is a 
part of the great war industry of 
Schneider’s, acquired in 1897 and 
enormously developed. The Schneider 
combine has other huge plants all 
over France and owns the Skoda 
works in Czechoslovakia. To contin¬ 
ue the chain, the Skoda works have 
factories in Poland and makes air¬ 
plane engines in Warsaw and Rou- 
mania. Indeed the Wright air planes 
as supplied to the American govern¬ 
ment are made by the Skoda. Quite 
a large family. 

On Bank Directorates 

“Directors from Schneiders sit 
complacently on the boards of banks 
all over the world. On Japanese, Ar¬ 
gentine, Turkish banks. Heaven 
knows where you can go and not find 
a director from Schneider’s 1 . Eugene 
Schneider himself is a director of the 
Banque de l’Union Parisiemne. 
which appeared in the' sober Man- 

Manchester Guardian 

“Here is a statement of news 
Chester Guardian dated Dec. 14, 1931: 
‘The Hungarian government obtained 
a loan from the armament firm of 
Schneider at Le Cresout. When 
Schneiders asked to lie repaid, the 
money could not be produced. There¬ 
upon, the French government lent 
the Hungarian government the 
amount necessary to repay Schnei¬ 
ders. The money was transmitted to 
Hungary by the Union Parisienne, in 
which Schneiders hold controlling in¬ 
terest.’ 

“Translate this into British-Amer- 
ican dealings as one very reasonably 


may, and you have a perfect parallel, 
to show the devil’s grip that . these 
companies have on all transactions. 

Arms and Governments 

“Armaments and governments, if 
not actually married, at least are liv¬ 
ing together. Understand that prin¬ 
ciple and you understand the plan. 
Since all armaments rapidly grow 
out of date, and since a constant 
scrapping of. guns, planes, etc., would 
be beyond the budgeting capacity of 
any government, therefore it is to 
the interest of any government that 
its own armament firms are as large 
and up-to-date and active as possible. 
Armament firms can do this only by 
developing a large, regular peace 
time export trade. * 

More Murder the Better 

“Thus the more arms exported, the 
better a government is pleased. We 
have thus the paradox of govern¬ 
ments welcoming the fact that the 
whole world is being plastered with 
guns, especially guns from their own 
country. Apparently they do not 
realize that these guns may explode 
in their own imbecile faces. 

Governments Not in Line of Fire 

"No—.that is untrue. Their shells 
do not explode in the faces of the 
government, but in the faces of the 
men who must obey governments. 
Every time the English or American, 
or French government signed a li¬ 
cense for the export of arms to a 
foreign country, it is smashing with 
its ugly fist,- the young bodies of its 
own finest citizens. 

“Let me quote Hugh Dalton of the 
British House of Commons on this. 
He was explaining how many Aus¬ 
tralian and British troops had been 
mowed down by British guns in the 
Dardanelles, and he said: ‘British 
firms have been supplying Turkish 
artillary with shells which were fired 
into the Australian and British 
roops. What did the manufacturers 
care whose bodies were smashed to 
bloody pulp, so long as they did bus¬ 
iness?’ 

“Moreover, it does not appear pos¬ 
sible to make public the number of 
export licenses granted, nor their 
destination.
